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FOREION AND INSULAR. 



Medical inspection at fruit parts in Central America discontinued. 

With the closure of the season of close quarantine, October 31, the 
acting assistant surgeons on duty at the consulates at fruit ports of 
Central America were withdrawn on that date. 

CURRENT QUARANTINE MEASURES. 

[From the Ver5ffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheitsamtes, Berlin, October 21, 1908.] 

CHOLERA. 

Algeria. — September 30. The extension of cholera in Russia 
demands that rigorous measures be taken at Algerian ports to prevent 
importation. Every vessel arriving from Russia, directly or indirectly, 
shall be subject to medical visit, and if a passenger lands he shall receive 
a sanitary card for surveillance during a period of five days. Pilots 
are instructed to avoid contact with a vessel on which a case of any 
disease whatever has been signaled by the captain. Such a vessel shall 
not be admitted to port unfit after medical visit, and if the patient has 
been attacked with intestinal symptoms the vessel shall not be admitted 
until after disinfection and the application of the measures prescribed 
by the regulations. The potable water shall be renewed before admis- 
sion to free pratique, and no used material shall be emptied in the port, 
as it has been demonstrated that cholera germs may persist for a long 
time in sea water. 

Austria. — All arrivals from Russia are subject to five days' obser- 
vation, their freedom of movement not to be in any way restricted. 

Egypt. — October 5 and 9. Cholera regulations in force against 
arrivals from Rustchuk, Kherson, Croustadt, and Sebastopol. 

German Empire. — September 28. The federated governments 
were notified by circular issued by the imperial department of the 
interior to enforce the law of June 30 against contagious diseases for 
all persons arriving from cholera-infected localities of Russia, espe- 
cially those from St. Petersburg. The law requires telegraphic noti- 
fication and five days' medical observation. Close observation was 
required September 24 of all communication with Russia by means of 
traveling workmen and harvesters. 

Norway. — October 8. The government of Jenisseisk and European 
Russia declared cholera infected; of the ports on the White Sea, only 
Archangel. 

Russia.— October 10. City and district of Riga declared cholera- 
infected ; also the governments of Kovno, L,ivland, and Jelissawetpol. 

Straits Settlements. ---September 7. Patalung, on the east coast 
of the Malayan peninsula, declared cholera-infected. 
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Sweden. — October 12. The government of Livland declared chol- 
era-infected. The islands of Kanso, near Gothenburg, and Jejan, near 
Stockholm, are designated as quarantine and observation stations; also 
Halsingborg, Vastra, and Hastholinen, in the district of Kostroma; 
Slite, in Gottland; Ark6, in the district of East Gottland; Juniskaren, 
near Sundsvall, and to October 17 Haron, in the district of Stockholm. 

Turkey. — September 29. Arrivals from the littoral between Batoom 
and Odessa, both places included, subject to five days' detention with 
disinfection. Persons from the region named are subject to five 
days' medical oversight' at their places of destination. Pilgrim and 
other vessels from Russian ports of the Black Sea carrying more 
than one passenger per every 100 tons net, registered, shall be sub- 
ject to special measures at the lazaretto of Sinope. Such vessels may, 
after compliance with said measures, pass the Straits of the Bosphorus 
and the Dardenelles in quarantine, in order to repair to the lazaretto 
of Abou-Saad (Jiddah). They are free to take provisions, water, and 
coal; also to embark other pilgrims, either at the lazaretto of Monas- 
tic Aghzy (Kavak), Klazomena (Smyrna), or Beirut, under strict 
medical supervision. Emigrant vessels from ports of the Black Sea 
shall be subject to the same requirements as pilgrim vessels. 

PLAGUE. 

Egypt. — October 3 and 0. Plague regulations against arrivals from 
Beirut and from the Arabian coast of the Red Sea, and from the port 
of Akaba to the port of Yemen, declared not in force. 

Turkey. — October 6. The strict medical oversight of arrivals from 
Beirut, previously ordered, discontinued. 

ALGERIA. 

Deratization at Algiers. 

The following is taken from the Bulletin Bim.ensvsUe, Algiers, Oc- 
tober 16: 

October 1 to 15: Rodents taken by the maritime sanitary service, 
419; examined by the laboratory of health, 40; result negative. 
Classification of rats: Mus norvegicns, 337; rattus, 36; alexandrinus, 
4; miisculus, 42. 

BARBADOS. 

M&port from Bridgetown — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — 
vase of smallpox from steamship Castillian Prince from Bio de- 
Janeiro. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Drquhart reports, October 24: 
Week ended October 24. Vessels inspected, 10; number fumi- 
gated, 3; total number of passengers, 23; members of crews, 350. 

During the week 1 case of smallpox was removed from the steam- 
ship OastilUan Prince, bound from Rio de Janeiro via Victoria to New 
Orleans. The case was taken to the quarantine station. The fore- 
castle and the other living compartments, and saloon were disinfected, 
and those of the crew who could not show a good scar were vacci- 
nated by the port health officer. No quarantinable diseases were 
reported for the week for the port or island other than the case of 
smallpox mentioned.
